I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health, . 
vital  statistics  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Amp thill  Urban  district 
for  the  year  1958* 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  district  for  1958  indicate  a satis- 
factory level  of  health  in  the  community.  There  was  only  one  infant 
death  and  only  seven  under  the  age  of  65.  There  were  again  no  deaths 
from  any  infectious  condition  and  no  maternal  deaths  occurred.  The  ^ 
national  figures  now  indicate  that  the  average  expectation  of  life  1 or 
males  is  69  and  females  74,  but  my  impression  is  that  both  these  figures 
are  considerably  higher  in  this  district. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  it  will  now  be  possible  to  bring  the 
sewage  works  into  a state  of  full  efficiency  and,  at  the  same  tinio,  it 
would  seem  desirable  to  extend  the  sewer  to  the  southern  part  of  the 
district  which  is  still  not  sewered. 

The  proposal  to  amalgamate  the  water  undertaking  in  Bedfordshire  has 
not  yet  been  implemented.  -my  method  to  rationalise  public  service  should 
of  course,  be  welcomed,  but  this  authority  is  fortunate  in  enjoying  good 
quality  water  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  district  will  still  continue 
to  be  served  from  the  some  source. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  and 
the  Council  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

3.  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

Amp thill  is  in  the  southern  half  of  the  County  and  is  approximately  midway 
between  Bedford  and  Luton.  The  town  is  placed  on  high  ground,  out  pleasantly 
screened  by  well  wooded  countryside  on  two  elevations;  the  district  is  sit- 
uated in  a part  of  the  County  noted  for  its  fine  woodlands  and  scenery,  and 
Anrothill  itself  is  well  known  for  its  buildings  of  architectural  interest. 

imp thill  station  is  cn  the  main  line  from  St.  Pancras  and  the  district 
is  served  by  the  United  Counties  Omnibus  Company. 

The  district  is  mainly  residential  with  a few  light  industries  including 
a laundry,  agricultural  engineering,  fodder  mill,  and  a firm  of  refrigeration 
engineers. 

No  Council  accommodation  was  proceeded  with  during  the  year  though  the 
Council  own  land  for  the  provision  of  approximately  10  further  houses. 


The  Council  acquired  further  land  for  the  erection  of  Aged  Persons 
bungalows  which  it  hopes  to  erect  next  year. 

Private  development  continues  on  the  limes  Estate  and  Cedar  Close  Estate, 
both  of  which  are  nearing  completion.  A small  private  estate  at  Glebe  -oaf 
is  progressing  favourably,  and  the  developers  of  the  .mpthill House  -state  Iwve 
deposited  additional  plans  for  cn  extension  to  their  existing  development. 
During  the  year  64  private  houses  were  completed  and  occupied. 

Many -of  the  inhabitants  travel  daily  to  Luton  end  Bedford  for  their 
employment,  particularly  in  the  factories  there,  but  others  are  employed  at 
Aessrs.  J.R.  Ferguson's  factory  end  the  brickworks,  which  are  quite  near  y. 

The  remainder  are  engaged  in  farming,  market  gardening  and  other  emp-oymen 
consistent  with  0.  small  town  of  this  size. 

Amp thill  Park  provides  facilities  for  cricket, tennis,  hockey,  x ishing  and 
a small  putting  green  is  provided  in  on  area  set  aside  for  Recreation,^ **  icre 
other  children's  playground  equipment  is  established.  Other  sporting. an  ^ 
social  activities  are  provided  by  the  Bowls  Club,  Rugby,  iennis.  Badminton 
■and  Netball  Clubs,  Choral  and  Dramatic  Societies,  and  the . Amp  thill  ^vn  Band, 
end  mainly  for  the  younger  people,  Scouts  end  Youth  Organisations.

7.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


1. 


The  Ampthill  Urban  District  Council’s  Waterworks  situated  at  Clophiil 
has  three  boreholes  sunk  into  the  greensand  which  supply  ohe  whole  of  the 
Urban  District. 


The  water  is  treated  for  hardness  with  Hydra. to d.  Lime,  flows  through 
sedimentation  tanks , filtered  and  treated  with  chlorine,  then  passed  into  the 
pumping  and  distribution  mains. 

Daily  tests  are  carried  out  for  hardness  and  residual  chlorine,  and  at 
monthly  intervals  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of  samples  taken  from 
various  points  in  the  a.rea  of  supply.  In  addition,  periodica.l  chemical 
-analyses  are  made  of  the  raw  and  treaded  water,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note 
that  both  the  bacteriological  and  the  chemical  examinations  na.ve  revealed  a. 
high  standard  of  purity. 

The  water  as  passed  into  supply  is  slightly  hand,  averaging  . / .0  p<~rc.j 
per  100,000.  It  has  no  plumbo- solvent  action.

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  sited  at  Abbey  Lane  and  consist  of  the 
following:  Detritus  and  Sedimentation  tanks,  rotary  percolating  filters, 

humus  tanks,  storm  water  overflows  and  sludge  lagoons.  The  treated  effluent 
discharges  into  Running  Waters  Brook  which  enters  the  River  Flitt.  Sanction 
has  now  been  received  from  the  Minister  for  permission  to  invite  tenders 
for  the  extension  of  works  in  accordance  with  the  Scheme  prepared  by  the 
Council's  Consulting  Engineers. 


3.  Rivers  and  Streams 


No  actual  complaints  of  pollution  were  received,  but  reports  of 
samples  of  sewage  effluent  taken  by  the  Council ' s Officers  and  the  River  Board 
wore  of  poor  standard. 


4.  Qloset  Accommodation 


The  majority  of  the  premises  in  the  town  ha.ve  water  carriage  sytems, 
but  51  houses  with  no  sower  available  are  connected  to  cesspools  or  septic 
tank  installations.  Eight  dwellings,  (isolated  farm  dwellings  and  cottages) 
have  only  pail  closets. 


The  disposal  and  collection  of  house  refuse  continues  satisfactorily. 
The  Karrier  Bantam  7 cu.  yd.  side  loading  vehicle  has  been  operating  very 
efficiently,  no  major  expenses  having  been  incurred  on  maintenance.  A complete 
weekly  service  is  given  to  all  premises, except  for  one  or  two  isolated  farm 
dwellings,  who  are  catered  for  at  fortnightly  intervals.  Disposal  continues 
at  the  Bedford  Road  Tip,  where  controlled  tipping  is  practised;  the  tip  and 
adjoining  area  is  regularly  treaded  for  infestation  of  rads,  mice,  flics, 
crickets  .and  other  pests. 

The  Council  do  not  undertake  a cesspool  cleansing  service,  the 
occupiers  of  premises  drained  to  cesspools  make  their  own  private  arrangements.

During  the  year  14  tons  1 cwt.  of  waste  paper  was  collected  and  sold, 
which  realised  a sum  of  £68.  1 1 . Od,  The  main  bulk  of  the  salvage  was 
derived  from  business  premises,  but  collections  were  ma.de  from  householders 
in  the  district  by  the  refuse  collectors.

A trained  operator  has  been  employed  to  carry  out  the  destruction 
of  rodents,  make  surveys,  etc.,  and  take  such  steps  as  to  keep  infestation 
down  to  a minimum.  Regulo.r  treatments  were  carried  out  at  the  Refu  so  Tip 
and  Sewe.ge  Works,  and  domestic  and  business  premises  were  attended  to  as 
and  when  required.  Regular  surveys  of  ditches  and  streams  in  the  district 
generally  were  carried  cut  and  the  necessary  treatment  given.  Tests  of 
the  Sewerage  system  were  carried  out  in  accordance  with  Ministry  ins  tractions.

Eleven  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ace-cream,  all  of 
which  sell  a;- • pre-packed  article,  except  for  one  where  a ''cold-mi::'  is  manu- 
factured and  sold.  Samples  were  taken  regulorly  and  all  were  reported  in 
grades  1 and  2 which  are  generally  satisfactory. 


Three  premises  are  licenced  for  slaughtering,  cattle , calves,  sheep 
and  pigs,  but  not  horses.  Two  of  these  slaughterhouses  are  used  regularly  the 
other  very  spasmodically.  Eight  slaughtermen's  licences  have  been  issued  but 
only  two  of  these  slaughter  regularly. 


(k)  Food 

Inspections  end  revisits  to  food  premises  were  carried  out  during 
the  year.  Nearly  all  premises  now  comply  with  the  Regulations,  though  in 
certain  cases  delays  have  been  experienced  where  structural  work  has  botn 
required  on  premises  not  in  the  ownership  of  the  occupier.
